e OnJuly 21, 2021, the Public Service Commission, during its regularly scheduled Commission Business
Meeting, issued a Directive stating in part:

In follow up to Commissioner questions and witness testimony about whether the Company
purchases natural gas from “green” producers that reduce the impact of natural gas production on the
environment, [ move that the Clerk’s Office open a separate docket for the purpose of reviewing and
exploring the gas purchasing policies and practices of Piedmont Natural Gas Company, Incorporated
and of Dominion Energy South Carolina, Incorporated. This new docket would review and examine
the feasibility for options to consider gas purchasing policies and practices related to ‘responsibly
sourced gas’ (RSG) purchases, as well as any financial impact on customers and costs. The
Commission staff is directed to establish a procedural schedule allowing for participation by
interested parties or stakeholders, as well as to provide for written comment, or report, by each gas
utility concerning RSG purchases, percentage of overall gas purchase, impact on rates and costs, and
related matters.
